CHINESE TIDBITS. 


The Way Vegetables and Meats Are 
Preserved by the Natives. 

Tn China turnips, several varicties of 
tabbage and seaweed are often prepar- 
ed for winter by giving them a coat of 
salt and drying in the sun, A vegeta- 
ble resembling cabbage is sometimes 
fried in the sun without salt and put 
away in shallow baskets until ready 
for use, They have a way also of mak- 
ing a kind of sauerkraut very much as 
Americans do. The treatment of cer- 
fain vegetables in this way is a com- 
mon practice, The best tative hams 
tome from a region known as the Kin- 
hua district, in Cheklang province. The 
hams when dressed and ready for cur- 
Ing are carefully placed in vats, A 
kind of pickle is then prepared of salt, 
Weter ind a sauce from the soy bean, 
Which is poured over the fresh bams. 
After the hams have been in the pickle 
a sufficdent length offffine they are tak- 
en out and lung up to dry and ocea- 
sionally, but not often, smoked, when 
they are ready for the market. Some- 
times a little nitrate of potash is also 
udded to help preserve them, but this

It Has Been Known Since the Earliest 
Days of Civilization. 

A few winters ago 1 passed a day 
among the wonderfully decorated 
tombs In the cemetery of what was 
once Memphfs, upon the western bank 
ef the Nile, writes Julius Chambers 
fn the Brooklyn Wagle. One of the 
show places is the remarkable under- 
ground palace that the illustrious 
Queen Ti of the fifth dynasty (iL. e., 
about 4,500 years ago) constructed for 
her final resting place. It consists of 
a great court 40 by 60 feet, as I re 
member, and several other apartments, 
besides the mummy chamber, which is 
reached by a stairway leading down 
from the largest room, Upon. the 
walls of this tomb are the best pre 
served pictures to be found tn all 
Egypt, and among them are the fig 
ures of two artisans working upon 
coverings for the feet,

existence, although you will «admit 
that the decorator of Queen TI's tomb 
was almost a publisher, your art was 
recognized, respected and immortal 
ized.

AN OLD TIME ASCENT. 


London's First Balloon and the Great 
Excitement It Raised. 
Tremendous excitement was caused 
when London's first balloon went up. 
The balloon, manned by a young Ital- 
fan named Vincent Lunardi, ascended 
from Moortields, then an open space of 
ground, on Sept, 15, 1784, In the pres- 
ence of more than 100,000 spectators, 
All business was suspended, the king 
himself setting the example by ad- 
Journing a cabinet couneil that hap- 
pened to be sitting. Vast crowds fol- 
lowed the balloon’s course, some on 
horseback, in carts, In chaises, but 
mostly on foot. The Great North road, 
above which the aeronaut sailed for 
some distance, was a roaring river of 

humanity. 

Many were burt In the crush, but 
the only fatality recorded was the 
death from fright of an old country 
woman, who, coming out of her cot- 
tage to see what the excitement was 
about, beheld the balloon just above 
her head, On the other hand, Lunardi 
undoubtedly saved one man's life, a 
jury bringing in a verdict of not guilty 
on a notorious highwayman in order 
that they, the prisoner and the judge 
who was trying the case might rush 
out of court to see the balloon. 

The aeronaut descended eventually 
near Ware, in Hertfordshire, where his 
sudden drop from the clouds was the 
cause of more astonishment and ex- 
ecitement. Many of the = spectators 
swooned with fear, while others urged 
the putting of Lunardi to death there 
and then on the ground that he must 
needs be a sorcerer and in league with 
the evil one. 


Small Necked New Yorkers. 

Statistics furnished by manufactur- 
ers of shirts and collars indicate that 
the average New York man has a 
smaller neck than his out of town 
brother. Comparison of orders shows 
that out of a given volume of business 
booked Boston and Chieago led in the 
matter of big sizes. Inquiry at sey- 
eral haberdashery shops in Manhattan 
resulted in the information that any 
number larger than sixteen and a half 
would have to be specially called for 
from the factory or had through the 
selling agent.

INSULTS TO ROYALTY. 
Some of the Things That Constitut 
Leze Majesty In England. 

Many people think that leze majesty 
—giving insult to royalty—is not s 
crime fn Great Britain. The Englist 
statute books, however, contain mans 

penalties for such offenses. 

Placing a postage stamp on a lettet 
upside down is a punishable offense, at 
# also the defacement of a coin bear 
ing the royal image. This Is Insultin, 
the king’sfligy. 

Private individuals may not raise thi 
royal standard over their dwellings 
This is the emblem of the regal au 
thority to be displayed only where the 
king is present, 

While an agitator may talk against 
royalty in the abstract as much as he 
chooses, contemptuous or insulting 
personal references to the reigning sov 
erelgn opens the offender to a heavy 
fine and imprisonment, 

The slightest slap upon the face or 
the king or queen—or any other part 
of the anatomy, for that matter—is 
punishable with the death penalty. In 
the reign of Queen Victoria a Lieuten 
ant Page struck her across the face 
with his cane. He was sentenced to 
death, but the queen commuted his 
sentence. 

It is likewise a crime to bring the 
uniform of the sovereign into con- 
tempt. To garb a low comedian or a 
villain of the stage in a discarded unl- 
form of the army or the navy is suf- 
ficient to bring heavy censure from the 
government. For this reason theatrical 
managers usually see to it that the 
uniforms worn are not exactly copies 
of the real things. 


ARTIFICIAL LIGHT. 


The Most Brilliant Illumination Is Not 
Always the Best. 

A writer fn an engineering maga 
zine offers some’ disconcerting tnforma- 
tion on the subject of illumination, dis 
concerting because the reader will 
probably find that he has been, tnno- 
cently enough, following a course of 
procedure there described as injurious. 
For instance, in the case of eye strain 
he may have felt that even the dim 
light by which he worked was too 
strong, and so turned down the light, 
thus increasing the difficulty, or, 
what Is more likely to be the case, 
when the strain has been caused by 
too brilliant fluminatiow he fancies 
that what Is needed fs stronger Hght 
and so increases it. 

Overstrain from too bright a light Is 
sald to manifest itself by an itching 
sensation In the eyeballs, with the 
tendency to rub the eyes for rellef. 
The proper course, then, is to see that 
the light is more perfectly diffused or 
softened and that it falls in the right 
direction. After these precaution? 
have been taken it is worth while to 
try a smaller quantity of: light, this 
trial to continue long enough in time 
for the eyes to become fully adjusted 
to the change. The value of ilumina- 
tion is not to be judged by the appar- 
ent brightness of the lights when look 
ed at directly—the brighter the light 
the better—but by the effect on the ob 
Ject to be looked at, and the most de 
sirable effect, so far as the eyes are 
concerned, is not always produced by 
the most brilliant lights.—Indianapolis 
Star.

What is left, however, 
bas a value equal to that of the whole 
milk for the bullding and repair of 
tissue, for the making of blood and 
muscle and bone, while it has half the 
value of the whole milk for supplying 
heat and muscular power. Buttermilk 
is practically sour skim milk. Other 
things being equal, the milk of a cow 
which gives a large quantity is prefer- 
able to that of a cow giving a small 
quantity. The former is sure to have 
a rugged constitution, good digestive 
power, depth of respiration and good 
physiological traits. A phlegmatie tem. 
perament in the animal is desirable,—

We noW enter upon a study of “the 
good news as recorded by John” (Wey- 
mouth). Jésus Christ is not revealed 
in this gospel as the king or the serv- 
ant or the man, as He js in Matthew, 
Mark and Luke, but In the full orbed 
glory of the Son of God, God manifest 
in the flesh; the eternal God walking 
with man. John begins with the great 
uncreated God on the throne of im- 
mensity and in the undated eternity 
and brings Him down to walk on earth 
with man (Mackay). He tells us in 
chapter xx, 31, that He wrote those 
things that we might believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, 
and that, believing, we might have life 
through His name. Because He sald 
that He was the Son of God, making 
Himself equal with the Father, the 
Jews sald that He ought to dle, and 
they killed Him (chapters v, 19 x, 33; 
xix, 7). Remembering His ord to 
Thomas, “Be not faithless, but belley- 
ing,’ and to Martha, “If thou wouldest 
believe thou shouldest see" (chapters 
xx, 27, 20; xl, 40), we rejoice to believe 
and say with Natbanael, “Thou art the 
Son of God; Thou art the King of In- 
rael.”" Some of the great words of this 
gospel are believe, love, Ife, light, the 
first being used ninety times, the next 
two over forty times each and the last 
over twenty times. The last carries us 
farthest back in the Bible, for the first 
recorded utterance of God is, “Let 
there be light,” and {it Is this that the 
unsaved need, the Iight which comes 
by the entrance of God's word (Ps. 
exix, 130; II Cor. ly, 4, 6). 

The first words of this gospel take 
us back to Gen, |, 1, and unless we be- 
Neve that God Is we cannot come to 
Him, but Jesus Hved and died and 
rose again that He might bring us to

God (Heb, xi, 6; I Pet. ff, 18). 
three verses reveal God 
things by Jesus Christ, 
image of the Invisible God, * “All 
things were created by Him and for 
Him, and He is before all things, and 
by Him all things consist’ (Col. 1, 15- 
17). His name, “The Word,” takes us 
on to Rey. xix, 18, where we see Him 
coming In power and glory, with all 
His saints, to bind the deyil fn the pit 
for a thousand years, while He sub 
dues and regenerates the earth and 
makes It the new earth of Isa. Ixy, 17; 
Ixvi, 22; II Pet. iil, 13; Rey, xxi, 1, 

He will use us to help bring this glad 
time if we will believe His love and let 
Him become our life. There is no real 
life except in Him, for He is our life 
(Col. fil, 4). See also I John vy, 12. He 
also js ight, and {n Him is no darkness 
at all, but all else Is darkness (I John 
1, 1-5). John the Baptist came to re- 
veal Him to Israel as the light of the 
world (verse 8), and we also are here 
to make Him manifest In our lives to 
those who will not read His book, 
epistles of Christ, known and read of 
all men (II Cor. lil, 2, 3). The life is 
still the Nght, and the people who sit 
in darkness will see it wherever It Is 
shining, yet the god of this world will 
do hig best to blind their minds. 

That the world which He made 
would not recognize Him and the peo. 
ple whom He made specially His own 
would not receive Him shows how ef- 
fectually the devil wrought, and he is 
still at It.

God for verse 12! By it I 
learned how to become a child of God 
and to know it. Here ts the second 
use of the word “believe” (compare 
verse 7) and a simple definition of 1t— 
to believe on Him is to receive Him, 
or, according to chapter ti, 24, “Commit 
one's self to him,” for the same word 
“believe” 1s there translated “commit 
unto.” All such are born of God by 
the blood of the Lamb, but human 
blood, however good the heredity of 
the family may be, nor any or every 
effort of man can give or obtain this 
life which is found only in Christ 
(Tit, lil, 5; Acts iv, 12; Rom. vi, 23).

The law, which ts the ministration of 
Geath, becuuse of its unattainable holl- 
ness by sinful man, bringing us all tn 
guilty before God, was perfectly ful- 
filled tn Jesus Christ, who becomes the 
end of the law for righteousness to 
every one that believeth (Rom, x, 4). 
In Him we see the truth concerning 
the righteousness which God demands, 
and by contrast we see how far our 
best efforts come short of that right- 
fousness; then, pleading guilty and cast- 
Ing ourselves to our helplessness upon 
Him, we become justified freely by His 
erace through the redemption that fs tu 
Christ Jesus (Rom. iif, 24).

Where Was It—In Mashonaland, South 
Arabia or India? 

One of the most interesting and im- 

portant questions concerning Biblical 


| sites perpetually invites research and 


“Where 
is the land of Ophir?” Dr. Karl Pe 
ters at a public meeting in Berlin de- 
elared emphatically that this famous 
Biblical region is located between the 
Zambezi and Limpopo rivers. He told 
his German audience how he has dis- 
covered many shafts of ancient gold 
mines, 500 temples, fortifications and 
other rnins of Phoenician origin. Dr.

| ed in the Bible as coming from Ophir. 


Against this theory, founded as it 
undoubtedly is on very plausible eyi- 
dence, Bible students are still likely 
to maintain, on the testimony of Gene- 
sis x, 29, that Ophir was a section of 
South Arabia. Here down to the time 
of Ezekiel the Phoeniciens still land- 
ed to procure gold and gems with 
which those famous sailors and mer- 
chants of the ancient world traded in 
many countries distant from their Syri- 
an shores, 

Many erudite writers have attempt- 
ed to identify Sofala, on the east coast 
of Africa, with Ophir, while yet oth- 
ers have located it in India. One of 
the most learned essays written on the 
subject is from the pen of Professor 
who argued that the ancient 
land of gold was Arabia Felix.—Hom- 
fletic Review.

absence. The large Hall was fairly 
well filled with interested spectators, as 
is commonly the case on such annual 
occasions, and perfect order prevailed 
while the ceremonies were going on 

Mayor Blodgett’s Inaugural Address 
was a model worthy to be copied by 
future Chief Executives. It set forth 
succinctly aod in « manner easily uo- 
derstood the chief things accomplished 
by his administration in the year 1907 
—justthe information the public de- 
sired—and reiterated bis promise of 
honest, faithful service during 1908 

That he will keep bis word nobody, 
for a moment, doubts. He is credited 
by everyone acquainted with his official 
course during the last year with com 
menodable fidelity to the trust reposed in 
bim. Instead of giving orders and 
dropping the matter there, he makes 
up bis mind what ought to be done, 
and sees to it persoually that bis ideas 
are carried out. 

It is said above that in the Inaugn- 
ral ceremonies there was no especial 
departure trom those ou former like 
occasions. This needs qualification 
Instead of embracing in his Address 
epitomized annual reports of the beads 
ot Departments, Mayor Blodgett in- 
vited those officials to take the stand 
and speak for themselves. The invi- 
tations were responded to, and the con- 
tributions of the several officers, whose 
names, but not their productions, ap- 
pear in the Address printed elsewhere 
in this paper, gave « variety to the 
program which seemed to be fully ap- 
preciated by the audience. It was u 
nove) change io the exercises, but # 
good one, and characteristic of Mayor 
Blodzett’s originality and freedom trom 
antiquated precedents. 

The affair passed off smoothly, and 
when the end was reached the specta- 
tors felt that the country was safe.

Suoday morning to sundown Tuesday 
there were not less than four alarms, 
allof which were promptly responded 
to by the boys aod fine work done by 
them at those where it was needed 
None of the fires were at all serious, 
except that of Sunday morning when 
the large leather factory of E Cum 
mings & Co , near the Highland B. & 
M. station on Fowle strect, was totally 
destroyed, with its contents, causing a 
loss, on buildings and stock, of about 
$50,000. It was a bitter cold moru- 
ing, a high wind prevailed, the firemen 
were soon encased iv ice, and, on the 
whole, it was about the toughest propo- 
sition they have run up against in a 
long time. By splendid work, sided 
by the Winchester Department, they 
saved from destruction all the numer 
ous oeighboring buildings, which wus 
a marvel, considering the high wind 
aud freezing temperature. ‘The gar- 
ments of Joho Bates, hoseman of 5, 
were 8o stifly frozen that he had to be 
lowered to the ground with ropes. 

The factory and leather were a total 
loss, but fully insured. Mr. Eustace 
Cummings is one of the oldest and 
most financially successful tanoers ip 
this city, but retired from active partici- 
pation in the business of the firm a few

years after its settlement. 

The title has been a changing one, 
Committeeman, Commissioner, Select. 
man, Mayor, 

The work has been much the same; it 
has been well done. 

The man whose heart does not beat 
with honorable pride at being chosen by 
his fellow citizens into that ancient and 
historic succession, is not fitted for the 
task, For me it is the summit of politi 
cal preferment, 

Custom and not Law has fixed the 
Mayor's Inaugural, It has seemed fitting 
to each incoming Executive to publicly 
put before the City Council a summary 
of the year’s work, a atatement of the 
material condition of the City, and to 
outline his hopes for ite future, It isa 
wise practice, and not to be superceded, 
Not the least of its value is the perma 
nent record thus formed of the growth 
and development of municipal tife, If 
one wants to know the story of Woburn, 
the City, | know of no way so thorough 
as the careful reading of the [naugurals 
of its Mayors, 

To get into the spirit of this occasion 
I have within the past few days reread 


the Inaugurals of the Mayors of the 
thirty-three cities in the State. Loam 
again reminded that the municipal 


problem is everywhere about the same, 
though expressed in varying local color 
How to meet within the legal limit the 
increasing public demand for better 
things and higher service in all depart 
ments, is the task of them all. The 
necessity for economy in the conduct of 
city affairs is the burden of them all. 
These have been so well covered by my 
predecessors in their application to Wo- 
burn, that I forbear to go into it again, 
particularly because the City Council of 
this year is composed of men tried and 
experienced in public business, 

I fully appreciate the need of prudence 
in public expenditure and purpose this 
year, as in the past, to personally fo low 
the flow of public funds. The usual 
financial tables have been prepared and 
will be printed with this document. It 
is not, therefore, with any thought of 
dispensing with this custom that the 
exercises of today have been arranged, 
but rather to present the same principle 
in ® somewhat altered form, In my 
Inaugural of last year, and in several 
ublic communications since that date, 

have, much more than my predeces- 
sors, put before the people my own 
views on various civic affairs, and | feel 
that a departure from the ordinary 
routine on this occasion is advisable. 1 
have, therefore, requested a member of 
each of several important boards to pre 
pare and deliver in person a atatement 
of their particular aspect of city work, 
leaving as my own task a discussion of 
some of those matters not covered by 
their labors. 

First recognized by our Charter is the 
City Council. Having enjoyed three 
years of service in it as President, and 
with it one year as Mayor, my thought 
naturally turns firac to it. (Represented 
by Alderman Fred J. Brown.) 

The tirst of the Administrative Boards 
under whose supervision comes High 
ways, Water, Public Property, and 
Sewers, is that of Public Works. (Repre 
sented by Commissioner M. J. Keunedy.) 

First in importance, closely touching 
the most lives, justly necessitating by 
far the largest expenditure, is the School 
Board. (Represented by Committeeman 
Herbert B, Dow.) 

“Ye have the poor with you 
and whensoever ye will you may do 
them good.” A Board in which Justice 
for the tax payer and kindness tor the 
needy must be blended. (Represented 
by Overseer of the Poor J. C. Ela.) 

Raising or apportioning revenue, instead 
of expending it, Measuring the financial 
status of the people, is the task of the

Board of Assessors. (Represented by 
Assessor Fred J. Rice.) 
Some of the problems which con 


fronted us last year have been met. 
The Board of Health has been com- 
pletely reorganized, both as to its per 
sonnel and its methods. The Salary of 
the Inspector of Plumbing has been 
decreased one-half, and that of the clerk 
nearly one-half, and his extras and per- 
quisites dispensed with. Not only has a 
direct annual saving of many hundreds 
of dollars thus been effected, but a still 
larger economy secured in that they 
have confined themselves to their proper 
sphere of activity, and worked in har- 
mony with and through the other City 
Departments, So far as I have had ocea- 
sion to observe or to hear, the work of 
the Board has been at least as eflicient 
as in former years, 
The unnecessary 


ottice of Superinten- 


dent of Public Buildings, carrying a 
salary of $600 per year, has been 
abolished. 


The Superintendent of Sewers appears 
to be a needed ollicial at certain sea- 
sons, but with much spare time: it bas 
been arranged to have him, when not 
otherwise employed, make a systematic 
inspection of water fixtures to detect 
and stop w » This work is now well 
under way, and daily justifying itself. 

The largest special Business problem 
of the year bas been the purchase of a 
vertical cross compound high duty 
pumping eugine for the water works, 
and preparation for its” installation. 
This pump will have a daily capacity of 
five to six million gallons, the contract 
price being $28,475, and a guarantee by 
its builders that when run to its full 
efficiency it will etfect an economy in 


our coal consumption over the pumps 
we are pow using of at least 45 pei 
cent. ‘This would mean an annual saving 


in our coal bill of over $2500, besides 
the insuring to us of reliable and abun 
daut machinery for pumping our water, 
something we have been without for 
many years, The contract for the neces 
sary extension to the station and the 
foundations for the pump, ete., was let 
in October, and the work ts now above 
ground level, the dificult portion having 


beep accomplished, We may therefore 
reasouably expect that by the early 
Spring we shall have our new pump ip 


Operation, 

It became apparent 
were made, that the total cost of this 
work, of the character we felt it should 
be, would somewhat exceed the $30,000 
loan applied for this purpose, The 
various plans and extimates were 
thoroughly explained to the City Coun 
cil, and the several uecessary orders put 
through that body without @ dissenting 
vote, and contracts based thereon 
awarded by the Board of Public Works, 
with the understanding that the excess 
expenditure would be taken out of the 
net water income of 1908, 

While water taken directly from Torn 
Poud is our legal source, we have never 
drawn from it up to the past year. In 
August, owing to the severe drouth, for 
& period of thirteen days we eked out 
our well supply by letting io from the 
Pond at no time more than one-fifth of 
our daily consumption, It is when the 
geueral scarcity makes Our supply slack 
that the legitimate demaud is heaviest 
That the pineh of last Summer was pot 
caused by undue waste is indicated by 
the fact that the gross paid for water 
bills last year were $4000 more than in 
any year preceding, 

In search of an additional or supple 
mentary water supply in 1904, the City 
drove a few twounch pipe wellg across 
the cove from the pumping station, but

A ROCKING STONE, 
New York's Souvenir of the Remote 
Glacial Period, 

Though tens of thousands of persons 
yearly see the great rocking stone of 
Bronx park in New York city, few 
realize that it Is the city’s most con- 
spicuous souvenir of the glacial period, 
when all this section was covered 
with an ocean of Ice some 1,500 feet 
thick that was moving slowly toward 
the south. 

That pinkish bit of granite, weighing 
thirty tons, standing seven and one 
half feet above its rocky base, being 
ten feet brond and eight feet thick, 
eame from the far north, carried in 
the resistless ley arms of the glacter 
that swept over the continent down to 
this latitude, marking its path by de- 
positing great) bowlders it moved 
and leaving seratches on the firm rocks 
beneath, from the = sliding, grinding 
bits and masses of granite that set- 
tled to its base and were pushed along 
as it moved. 

This same bowlder left its mark on 
the bare face of the rocky hill to the 
north of it, in which Hes the crocodile 
pool, There the seratches are visible 
today, pointing to where the bowlder 
stands and telling the story of part of 
its travels, 

When the melting ice departed from 
the great block of granite, it left it 
standing through the ages a rocking 
stone so delicately poised that a pre 
sure of fifty pounds exerted on its 
most northern angle causes its apex to 
sway north and south about two inch- 
es.—New York Herald.

Text of the Lesson, John i, 19-34 
Memory Verses, 29, 30—Golden Text, 
John i, 29—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev, 0. M. Stearns.

The record or testimony or witness 
of John—for it Is the same word—was 
wholly concerning Christ. When the 
priests and Leyites asked, “Who art 
thou?” he had nothing to say of himself 
except that he was a volce in the 
wilderness preparing the way of the 
Lord and thus fulfilling prophecy, 
We, too, are witnesses, and our testl- 
mony must be concerning Him who is 
the faithful and true witness (Acts 
1, 8; Rey, 1, 5; ill, 14). We do not bear 
witness to Moses or the prophets, but 
unite with them In bearing witness to 
Him, that through His name whoso- 
ever belleveth in Him shall receive re- 
mission of sins (Acts x, 43). Moses at- 
tended three schools, the infant school 
at home with his mother, the schools 
of Egypt till he was forty years old, 
then a special school of God as shep 
herd for Jethro till he was elghty, but 
even then, although he had long before 
turned his back upon the wealth and 
position which might have been his in 
Egypt, we hear him saying to God, 
“Who am I that I should go unto 
Pharaoh?’ The “Not I" lesson seems 
a very difficult one for some of us. Al- 
though John was very small in his 
own estimation, he was “great in the 
sight of the Lord,” and in the spirit 
and power of Elijah he was the herald 
of Israel's Messiah. Had they but re- 
ceived him he would have been Elijah 
to them, and they would then have 
received Jesus as thelr Messiah, and 
the kingdom would have come (Matt. 
xi, 14-19). 

Having rejected John and Jesus, 
too, the kingdom still awalts the com- 
ing of Elijah, and the second coming 
of Christ (Matt. xvil, 10-13; Acts fil, 
20, 21). It would seem as if the time 
was very near, for the wisdom which 
is not of God has no use for the Christ 
of the Seriptures or His hearty in- 
dorsement of Moses and the prophets. 
It might truly be sald today to many 
a preacher and his congregatioh, 
“There standeth one among you whom 
ye know not” (verse 26). They know 
Him not as the Saviour, for they think 
to save themselves by thelr own re- 
Hgiousness; therefore they cannot know 
Him as their Lord. As to His coming 
again, that Is to them the height of 
folly and an idle tale. 

Jesus, having returned from His 
wilderness conflict with the devil and 
his forty days of fasting, went to meet 
John at the Jordan to be baptized of 
him. When John saw Him he sald, 
“Behold the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth away the sin of the world” (verse 
20). This ts the great cry which the 
world needs to hear now, for probably 
two-thirds of all on the earth have not 
yet heard of Him who takes away sin, 
The title “Lamb of God" takes us back 
to Eden, where He Himself, by the 
shedding of blood, provided redemp- 
thon clothing for Adam and Eve and 
taught them the way of approach to 
Him, then on to all the sacrifices 
commanded by God, all of which typ! 
fied the great and only sacrifice that 
ean take away sin, even the sacrifice 
of Himself. No shedding of blood of 
animals could take away sin, but He 
appeared to put away sin by the sacri- 
fice of Himself, and after He had of- 


fered one sacrifice for sins for ever 
sat down on the right hand of God (Heb 
ix, 26-28; x, 11-14). Then see in Rev 
vy the Lamb tn the midst of the 
throne, as it had been slain, but now 
omnipotent and omniscient (having 
seven horns and seven eyes), and 
hear the song of the redeemed, “Thou 
wast slain and hast redeemed us to 


God by thy blood, out of every kindred 
and tongue and people and nation 
made us unto our God kings 
and priests, and we shall reign on the 
earth.” Note ulso the song of the mil 
Ilons of angels. How wonderful the 
name “Lamb of God!" How great the 


kingdom and the glory! He ts none 
other than the Son of God (verse 
34). To Him God has given a name 
which is above every name that Is 
named, not only in this world, but 
also in that which ts to come (Phil. 
fl, 9; Eph. i, 21). All who receive 


Him not only have the forgiveness of 
but become children of God and 
Joint heirs with Him of all His glory 
(Rom. vill, 16-18). His first two record 
ed utterances after He came in the 
flesh should be specially treasured and 
practiced by all His redeemed, “I 
niust be about my Father's business” 
and “Suffer it to be so now” (Luke 
fl, 49; Matt. iil, 15). The first covers 
all our service, and the second includes 
all the seemingly unnecessary things 
we are called to do or bear for Him 

Only in the power of the same Spirit 
can we lIlve this Ife and thus be His 
witnesses, preparing the way for His 
return, but as our Redeemer ts the one 
who baptizeth with the Holy Ghost 
(verse 33) there can be no difficulty 
about our being thus baptized If we 
are only willing to live solely for Him 
For the first time in the history of the 
race since Adam fell the Spirit found 
fn Jesus one without sin, who knew 
no sin and did no sin (II Cor, y, 21; 
I Pet. il, 22; 1 John iif, 5). 

John says, “That He should be made 
mMminifest to Israel therefore am I 
come" (verse $1), and we should re- 
Member that our one great business 
bere Is to manifest His life in these 
our mortal bodies that others may see 
Him in us,

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A NEW BILL, 


The Massachusetts Pablic Opinion 
League introduces this year a new 
draft for a bill, omitting all reference 
to an expression of opinion by all the 
voters of the State and limiting action 
to the voters in representative and 
senatorial districts, ‘The terma of the 
bill are in almost literal compliance 
with Article XIX of the State Consti- 
tution ino its Bill of Rights 

Phe bill is conservatively drawn and 
requires the petition of 200 voters ip 
representative districts and of 1,200 in 
senatorial districts. 

The proposed law has been drafted 
to meet the objections advanced against 
the bill of last winter and correspoads 
as closely as possible with the tra- 
ditional practice of our forefathers iv 
their frequent instructions to their 
representatives.

Every day some subscriber asks the

put briefly, is this: Look 
before calling “Central;" 
about answering your own 
bell when it rings; 
ing. 

The necessity for looking up telephone 
numbers is obvious. With the rapidly 
increasing list of subscribers connected 
with each exchange, it would be im 
possible for operators to identify every- 
body’s line from his name, Giving 
“Central” the number you wish cor 
rectly and distinctly to start with saves 
time and errors, 

The desirability of answering promptly 
is also evident. If the operator receives 
no response after ringing at regular 
intervals during a minute and a half or 
two minutes, she reports, “They don’t 
auswer.”’ Even at a little inconvenience 
it is better to respond to the first call

Conversing well by telephone is some- 
thing of an art, but it is one easily 
acquired.

A writer in Wissen fuer Alle throws 
fome interesting light on rare and pe- 
culiae drugs. Saffron, le points out, 
would strike an ordinary as 
decidedly expensive at $13 0 pound (to 
change marks into our until 
told that it is composed of the central 
sinall portions only of the flowers of 
the crocus, 70,000 of which it takes to 
make a pound, Attar of roses sells at 
$112 odd per pound, and it takes 
10,000 pounds, or nearly five tons of 
roses, to obtain one pound of the oil. 

Aconttine, extracted from the root of 
monkshood, said to the very 
strongest poison extant, the dose being 
one six-hundredth of a grain. It is sold

of the whole court, Jarnac was weak- 
er and less agile than his adversary, 
who wos one of the noted swordsinen 
of the time, but he had taken lessons 
from an Italian brave, In the duel 
Jarnae walted for an opening «and 
then dealt Ia Chateignerale a heavy 
and unexpected stroke which ham 
strung him. This was in 1447. Ten 
years later Jarnac was a captain in 
the defense of St. Quentin, Eventual 
ly he met his fate In a duel, But the 
“coup de Jarnae’ ts historic in the an 
nals of sword play.—Argonaut,

Lesson II|.—First Quarter, For 
Jan. 19, 1908. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, John i, 35-51. 
Memory Verses, 35-37—Golden Text, 
Joh i, 45—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


[Copyright, 1907, by American Press Association.) 

In this second “Behold the Lamb of 
God" the words are omitted “which 
taketh away the sin of the world.” 
The first, In verse 20, is suggestive of 
the look which gives life, Including 
the forgiveness of sins, as when the 
Israelites bitten by the flery serpents 
looked and lived (Num, xxl, 9; John 
ill, 14, 15). The second, in verse 86, Is 
suggestive of the continued beholding 
of the saved soul by which we are 
more and more changed Into His 
fmage (Il Cor. lil, 18; Heb, xil, 1, 2). 
In the tirst we see Him as our sin 
bearer, while in the second He ts our 
example, teaching us how to live here 
as His witnesses. Looking upon Jesus 
as He walks, we learn to walk as He 
walked (1 John fi, 6), the walk Includ- 
ing all our outward conduct. It Is as 
when Gideon sald, “Look on me and 
do likewise, * * * As I do so shall ye 
do” (Judg. vii, 17). 

One result of John’s testimony was 
that two of his disciples followed 
Jesus, and that was as it should be 
always. <A desire to have people fol 
low us is not of God, but a desire so 
to live that those who know us shall 
want to know and follow Him fs the 
work of the Spirit. It was what John 
said that led these men to follow 
Jesus. How needful is the admonition 
to have done with foolish and corrupt 
communications and give ourselves 
only to that which edifies (Eph. tv, 29; 
vy, 4). The omniscient One sees every 
thing, even though He seems not to 
notice. He turns to them with the 
question, “What seek ye?’ a good 
question for each of us at all times, 
but specially when we go to the house 
of God, It ts well if we can say with 
those Greeks, “We would see Jesus” 
(John xii, 21). In reply to their “Where 
dwellest Thou?’ He sald, “Come and 
see.’ Make a prayerful study of the 
“comes,” such as Gen. vil, 1; Isa. 1, 18; 
Iv, 1; Matt. xi, 2S, and all the way 
through to Rey. xxii, 17, and remem- 
ber His sorrowful “Ye will not come 
to Me” (John vy, 40). 

From chapter xix, 14, where the 
sixth hour fs clearly 6 in the morning, 
we learn that in John’s gospel time is 
reckoned as we now reckon it and Is 
not Jewish reckoning, as in the other 
gospels. These two men therefore 
spent the day with Jesus from 10 a, m. 
The result Is that they at once set 
forth to bring others to Him. Andrew 
finds his own brother Simon and brings 
him to Jesus, and that was truly a 
good day's work as we consider what 
the Lord afterward accomplished 
through Simon Peter. Although John 
does not say so, it Is probable that he 
brought James to Jesus about the same 
time. Many would think two hearers 
a very small congregation, but consid- 
er In this case the great results. Think 
ilso of the day that the Lord had only 
one woman for His audience (John ty) 
and see in that case the great results. 
Consider Simon's new name and think 
of the new names given to Abram and 
Jacob, and then see Rey. ii, 17: fil, 12. 
Paul was a chosen vessel to bear the 
name of Christ to those who knew 
Him not and to suffer for that name's 
sake (Aets ix, 15, 16). This ts our 
commission also in some measure. 

Jesus goes Himself to find Philip, 
but why? Is there not an inference 
that Andrew and Veter had something 
to do with {ft in the fact that he be 


longed to thelr city? Can we not heat | 


them saying, “Lord, there ts a friend 
of ours in our city whom we wish 
you might tind?" And so Jesus finds 
him and utters His constraining “lol 
low me.” Then Phillip finds a friend 
of his and tells him of the Messiah, 
aod to the scornful question, “Can 
there any good thing come out of Naz 
areth?’ he responds with the "Come 
fod see,’ and the rest of the chapter 


tells the result. If the Lord Jesus had | 


the full right of way in our individual 
lives and in our churches, there might 
be some reason for saying to those 
without, “Come and see.” But, as it Is 
what do they see? 

Jesus greets Nathanael with a word 
which leads to another, and then 
Nathannel exclaims, “Rabbi, Thou art 
the Son of God; Thou art the King of 
Israel” (verse 0) He saw and be 
Heved and bare testimony, for flesh and 
blood had not taught him, but the Fa 
ther in heaven (Matt. xvi, 16, 17). 

How many professing Christians to 
day refuse to acknowledge Jesus as 
8on of God—that Is, equal with God 
(chapter y, 18). And, as to looking up 
on Him as King of Israel, that would 
be folly indeed. But the word of God 
stands, and every purpose of the Lord 
Shall be performed, and notwithstand 
Ing all the vain imaginings of people 
He will set His King upon His holy 
hill of Zion (Ps, il, 6). “Greater things 
than these” (verse 50) is a word which 
every true believer may appropriate, 
for all that we have as yet seen of the 
riches of His grace 1s as nothing to 
what we shall yet see. Now, we have 
fn the last verse of the chapter the 
first of the twenty-five double “verilys" 
or “amens" of this gospel, taking us 
back to Jacob's vision at Bethel and 
on to “the kingdom,” when heaven 
and earth shall be in perfect accord, 
Bere 1's the significance of the ladder 
which Jacob saw—the Son of Man. 
Belng truly God, He became truly 
IDin that the sons of men might be- 
come sous of God,

According to a lecturer on health, 
People that breathe through the mouth, 
habitually neglecting the nose, the 
Proper channel for the air supply, 
“have short upper lips, tat cheeks, Ir- 
regular and decayed teeth, pigeon 
chests, pointed chins and pointed or 
upturned noses"—a dreadful list of 
dire penalties, In truth, fearful enough 
to convert us all in a moment, yet 
greatly exaggerated, of course.

supply our lungs with air through the 
nose, ‘Taken iu by way of the mouth 
the alr reaches the luugs by a much 
shorter route and without the beneficial 
Warming and cleansing process so well 
afforded by the longer nasal passage, 
In winter especially should we take 
care to breathe only through the nose, 
thus lessening greatly our chances of 
taking deep seated colds, It ls merely 
@ matter of habit and simply a ques 
tion of trying after all.

It is said that Senator Crane's aim is 
to secure an uopledged Massachusetts 
delegation to the Republican Natioval 
convention, aud if the delegates were 
to be chosen now that would not bea 
difficult thing to do, for there seems to 
be no settled preference for any of the 
several candidates. 

Senator Lodge, it is supposed, is iv 
favor of the nomination of Taft. The 
presumption arises from the fact that 
he is the President’s personal friend, 
aud Roosevelt's preference is well 
known. 

If Senator Crave continues his efforts 
to secure a Hughes delegation from this 
State, or an unopledged delegation to 
the National convention, an estrange- 
ment between our Senators might be 
possible, if not an open rupture. It is 
suspicioned that there is not much 
heartfelt affection oxisting between 
them, anyway. 


GOVERNOR QUILD'S BOOM. 


The news of the launchiog of Gover- 
nor Curtis Guiid’s Presidential boom a 
month ago fell on unsympathetic ears 
aod frigid hearts. Its failure was fore 
doomed ; nobody of common sense took 
the launching seriously; realizing 
which, the Governor came out in the 
Boston papers last week and told the 
public that he was no looger an office 
seeker. 

If he and Mayor Hibbard 
aucceed in induciug the Legislature to 
put poor, persecuted Miss Boston under 
guardianship this winter, the Governor's 
political ambition will be fully satisfied. 


(wr It is barely possible that the 
efforts to secure lower Boston & Muine 
Railroad passenger rates between here 
and Boston by our esteemed Arlington 
Road Society, the name of which has 
slipped our memory, if, indeed, it has 
ever struck our eye or ear, which is a 
more probable conclusion, but the well 
known and enthusiastically approved 
object of which is the moral, intellec 
tual and physical betterment of every- 
body resident within the boundaries of 
this fair city, may prove to be in the 
end a boomerang. Nothing is more 
certain than that, if these efforts, 
through the agency of the Ruilroad 
Commission, as 4 last resort, should 
succeed, the Boston & Maine Railroad 
Company will cut off a still larger 
oumber of their suburban trains, which 
they say, are anything but profitable, 
at the best, and a reduction of which 
has lately taken place here and at Win- 
chester, as well as at other points io 
the environs of Boston. Now, which 
would our Arlington Road people prefer, 
a 10-cent fare to Boston with an 
inevitable impairment of the present 
excellent service, or a 114 cent fare 
with po material reduction of the 
number of daily trains? The most 
hasty observer will see at a glance that 
our Arlington Road oeighbors lave a 
two horned problem to deal with instead 
of simply to secure cheaper fares to 
Boston. 


(ar We hear that a movement is on} 
foot to amend the present city charter 
to the extent of abolishing the Board 
of Public Works aod investing the City 
Council with more power than at 
present in the transaction of public 
business. We do not that any 
steps have been taken towards ac- 
complishing this purpose, but it is 
talked about. The Board of Public! 
Works constitute the chief business end 
of the administration, and it, with the 
School Board, originate a large share 
of the work that requires money to 
execute, while the Council simply vote 
to foot the bills, or reject therm, as 
may seem proper. The Departments 
that consume moat of the contributions 
of the taxpayers are under the control 
of the Board of Public Works, the 
Mayor being Chairman exofficio, and) 
all the Commissioners have to do is to 
plan out the work, estimate the cost, 
and call on the Aldermen for the cash 
But the question arises, would the pro 
posed change be of material benefit to 
the city? It is the opinion of many} 
business men that it would not.

Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publi-hing a 
series of brief expositions of some phases of tele.

“TROUBLES,” GREAT AND SMALL. 


Telephone “trouble” is sometimes dis 
concerting and always annoying. Gener- 
ally it is unavoidable, though a tele. 
phone system is no more absolutely 
perfect than any other human under 
taking, and faults are bound to crop out 
once in a while, What makes telephone 
“trouble” a peculiarly difficult thiug for 
the company to deal with, though, is 
that in very many cases there is no way 
of knowing that it exists until it is re 
ported by the telephone user who runs 
Against it. 

The mechanical equipment 
side plant of the telephone 
extremely intricate and sensitive,

| switchboard and its accompanying appa- 


ratus in the central office contain han 
dreds, and, iu large exchanges, thou- 
sands of miles of wire; there are thou 
sands, and, in the bigger type of modern 
equipment, millions of soldered connec 
tions; each circuit has anywhere from a 
dozen to 500 or 600 ramifications; and 
some of the auxiliary mechanisms are 
extremely delicate in adjustment. Most 
troubles arise 
of equipment—which is fortunate, in one 
way, because a great majority of them 
are thus dotected and remedied not only 
without inconveniencing the subscriber, 
but without his even knowing that they 
ever occurred. But some of them, as 
has been said, cannot very well be dis 
covered by any one but the telephone 
user, since they may appear to the 
operator simply as a subscriber's failure 
to answer or, if they affect the signaling 
devices, for instance, may not appear to 
her at all. 


The sturdy looking pole lines and 
solidly built underground system would 
not seem, perhaps, to offer many chances 
for “trouble.” As a matter of fact, 
though, they necessarily have many 
vulnerable points. Every time the limb 
of a tree, or any stray object that may 
have been caurht in the foliage, touches 
a telephone wire it interferes with trans.

This gives an idea of a few—a very 
few—of the chances for trouble in a 
complicated plant of vast extent. The 
wonder is, really, that interruptions are 
as fewas they are. With ali the diffi- 
culties to be met, the telephone com- 
pany has so organized ita work of main- 
tenance and repair that the records 
show that even in large telephone 
centres, where the plant is most compli- 
cated, the individual subscriber's service 
is not interrupted, even momentarily, 
oftener than once in four years on the 
average. 

Whenever there is “trouble” of any 
sort the New England company, for its 
own sake as well as for the sake of its 
subscribers, is anxious to get right after 
it. The longer “trouble exists, the 
more difficult and expensive it is to 
repair and the greater the loss of busi- 
hess to the company.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL, 


Lesson IV.—First Quarter, For 
Jan. 26, 1908. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, John ii, 13-22. 
Memory Verses, 15, 16—Golden Text, 
Pe. xciii, 5—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


(Copyright, 1907, by American Press Association.) 

The more I stady and write the more 
the saying In I Pet. {, 11, grows upon 
me, “The Spirit of Christ testified be 
forehand the sufferings of Christ and 
the glory that should follow.” This 
sentence is a summary of the whole 
Bible story, and every part has a con- 
nection with every other. We must 
never forget that the Spirit wrote 
through John In order to set forth the 
great truth that Jesus is the Son of 
God, equal with the Father; that, be 
Heving In Him, we might have life, 
and have it more abundantly (chapters 
xx, 31; x, 10). We learn how by His 
sufferings we become sons of God and 
then, by feasting on the glory, how to 
live as such here In these mortal 
bodies. In the last lesson Nathannel 
was told that he should see the glory, 
and now in the first part of this chap 
ter we are told of our Lord's first mira- 
cle and that at the marringe In Cana 
He manifested forth His glory (verse 
11). The marriage takes us back to 
Eden and to Adam and Eve and on to 
Rey. xix, to the marriage of the Iqst 
Adam to His Eve, the chureh, “Then 
shall we see and share His glory, and 
His word will be to us a light such as 
we have never seen, and the water 
shall be changed into the wine of the 
kingdom.” It will be on the third day 
also, counting 1,000 years as one day 
(Luke xill, 82). Israel will have éer 
place In it, the names of the tribes be 
Ing on the gates of the city, and then 
shall the Passover have Its complete 
fulfillment in the national deliverance 
and conversion of Israel, according to 
Luke xxii, 15, 16, 28-80; Jer. xxxill, 15, 
16. The temple at Jerusalem shall be 
restored, according to Ezek. xl to xivill, 
and the name of the city from that day 
shall be “the Lord is there’—Jehoyah- 
shammah (Ezek, xivill, 85). In the 
hew Jerusalem which shall come down 
from God out of heaven, that the na- 
tlons may walk in the light of It, there 
shall be no temple for the Lord God 
Almighty, and the Lamb shall be the 
temple of it and the light of it (Rev. 
xxl, 22-24). Then shall be seen the 
complete fulfillment of Jacob's vision. 
These thoughts and many more on 
these lines are suggested by the Pass- 
over and the temple cleansing of our 
lesson in John il, which topies suggest 
the practical questions, Am I truly un- 
der the shelter of the blood, and, If so, 
am I consciously His temple? (I Cor. 
vi, 19.) 

After this brief visit to Capernaum 
(verse 12), being rejected by His towns- 
men at Nazareth, He made Capernaum 
Ilis center, and {t is called His own 
eity (Luke fy, 14-31; Matt. Ix, 1). Ca- 
pernabum, as it might be written, Is 
the village of Nahum, or the Comfort 
er. Let us each be a Capernaum for 
Him and net hinder by unbelief. It 
was at a Passover that He was lost 
to His mother for three days and when 
found in the temple uttered those first 
recorded words in Luke ti, 49, “I must 
be about My Father's business.”

Some of the lessons are safe- 
ty only under the blood, the assurance 
of it by the word of God, fellowship 
with Him in eating the lamb, a sug 
gestion of suffering with Him in the 
bitter herbs and the absence of leaveu 
the necessity of putting away all evil 
As the first Passover marked the 
ginning of Israel's national history, the 
future fulfillment spoken of by our 
Lord at the last Passover (Luke xxii) 
will be marked by a deliverance that 
will never again be marred by a fu- 
ture bondage (Isa, lx, Amos Ix, 
14, 15). From the beginning of thelr 
national history there was a place for 
God to dwell in In their midst, first a 
tabernacle and then a temple, each 
typical of Jesus, thelr Messiab, the 
true tabernacle and temple. But they 
were ever neglecting or defiling it, for 
{t Is man’s way to defile everything. 
In the time of the reformation under 
Hezekinh they were sixteen days 
cleansing the house of the Lord, and 
the filthiness had reached even to the 
holy place (II Chron. xxix, 5, 6, 15-18). 
The Lord Jesus was the only temple 
that never needed cleansing We as 
Iiis redeemed ones are His temples, 
but are urged to cleanse ourselves not 
only from all tilthiness of the flesh, but 
of the spirit too (II Cor, yi, 16; vil, 1) 
What can be said of the buying and 
selling and other filthiness found In 
60 many churches today? And Is It 
not possible that He who looks on the 
heart rather than on the outward ap- 
pearance sees under many an outward 
form of a seeming worshiper a very 
market place or a Wall street 

There are deliverance and cleansing 
only in Him who died for us, rose again 
and eyer liveth as our great High 
Priest to intercede for us. His divel- 
ples did not receive the truth concern 
ing I1ls resurrection until after He was 
risen from the dead, and some of us 
seem just as slow to recelye Col. if, 
14. We know from Heb. xt, 2, that 
even He wus sustained In His bhumilt 
ation by the joy set before Him, and 
unless the resurrection, with all {ts 
glory, Is very real to us we shall be 
apt to dwell much upon the way and 
tts discouragements,

Telephone “trouble” is sometimes dis 
concerting and always annoying 
ally it is unavoidable, though 
phone system is more absolutely 
perfect than any other human unde 
taking, and faults are bound to crop out 
once in a while. What makes telephone 
‘trouble’ a peculiarly difficult thing for 
the company to deal with, though, is 
that in very many cases there is po way 
of knowing that it exists until it is re 
ported by the telephone user who runs 
AgAINSt it,

switchboard and its accompanying appa- 
ratus in the central office contain hun 
dreds, and, iu large exchanges, thou 
sands of miles of wire; there are thou 
sands, and, in the bigger type of modern 
equipment, millions of soldered connec 
tions; each circuit bas anywhere from a 


dozen to 500 or 600 ramificatrons; and 
some of the auxiliary mechanisms are 
extremely delicate in adjustment. Most 


troubles arise somewhere in this maze 
of equipment—whicb is fortunate, in one 
way, because a great majority of them 
are thus detected and remedied not only 
without inconveniencing the subscriber, 
but without his even knowing that they 
ever occurred. But some of them, as 
has been said, cannot very well be dis 
covered by any one but the telephone 
user, since they may appear to the 
operator simply as a subscriber's failure 
to answer or, if they affect the signaling 
devices, for instance, may not appear to 
her at all. 

The sturdy looking pole lines and 
solidly built underground system would 
bot seem, perhaps, to offer many chances 
for “trouble.” As a matter of fact, 
though, they necessarily have many 
vulnerable points. Every time the limb 
of a tree, or any stray object that may 
have been caucht in the foliage, touches 
a telephone wire it interferes with trans.

Text of the Lesson, John iii, 1-21 
Memory Verses, 14-16—Golden Text, 
John iii, 16—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns

Four of the great words of the gos 
pel and the epistles of John are life 
and light and love and believe, the first 
three referring to God and what He is 
and the last showing how He and all 
that He is and has become ours 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, fs the 
living manifestation of this life and 
light and love, for it Is all seen fully 
In Him, and when we recelve Him we 
become the manifestation of this life 
and light and love to others, This Is 
the teaching of the Scriptures; but, oh, 
how bellevers fall in the manifestation! 

Chapter Hi tells us In the closing 
verses that while at the Passover 
many belleved in Ilis name when they 
saw His miracles, yet He did not be 
Heve In them because He knew them 
and knew what was in them. 

The word “commit unto” of verse 
24 Is just the word “belleve” of verse 
23 and elsewhere, and thus we have 
in chapter 1, 12; fl, 24, two definitions 
of belleving which mean to “receive” 
Him or “commit unto” Him, 

According to the revised version 
these two chapters are connected 
thus: “He Himself knew what was tn 
man. Now there was a man.” So we 
have in Nicodemus a sample man and 
in chapter iv a sample woman. The 
samples are about as different as they 
could possibly be, the ove being ont 
wardly as good as possible and the 
other as bad as possible, yet the first 
“must” be born again, and even such 
as the last “may” be born again. This 
gospel is written that, receiving Jesus 
Christ as the Son of God, all such may 
have life through Him, for “He that 
hath the Son of God hath life, and he 
that hath not the Son of God hath 
not life’ (chapter xx, 81; I John vy, 12). 
The question of life or death In the 
Scriptures Is not one of existence In 
the body or out of the body, although 
that Is sometimes referred to, but It 
{s a question of knowing God by be 
{ng vitally connected with Him or 
not knowing him (John xvil, 6; Tit. 
1, 16). The flesh or carnal mind, how- 
ever cultured or religious, is enmity 
against God and never can be changed. 
There must be a new creation, which 
comes by a new birth (Rom. vill, 7; 
Il Cor, vy, 17) and not by any patching 
up of the old nature. 

Nicodemus was evidently one of the 
best of men and stood high in the es- 
teem of Ws fellows, being a ruler 
among them. He had also a convie 
tlon that Jesus was no ordinary man 
and acknowledged that His works de 
elared that God was with Him in a 
special manner. It Is not learning, but 
life, that saves, and Jesus, seeing the 
great need of this man, at once tells 
him of it. Many In dealing with such 
a one today would assure him that he 
a Christian already and needed 
nothing but continuanee In the things 
he already knew, Strong emphasis on 
the necessity of the new birth was 
never more needed than now, for all 
who are not saved are condemned, lost, 
dead in trespasses and sins (verse 18 
Luke xix. 10; Eph. il, 3-5) 

All hare been stung by the serpent 
(sin) and are as truly perishing spirit 
ually as the Israelites were physically 
They saw in the brazen serpent on the 
pole the likeness of that which caused 
their death in the place of death. They 
did not need to understand It, but they 
did need to look upon the brazen ser 
pent as they were commanded, and 
every bitten one who looked lived. In 
Jesus on the cross we see Him In the 
likeness of sinful flesh, made sin for 
us, bearing our sins In His own body 
And the soul that belleves that God 
so loved him that He gave His only 
begotten Son that he should not per 
ish, but have everlasting Ife, that soul 
thus recelving Him ts not condemned, 
but has everlasting life and shall never 
perish. This is the new birth, recelv 
{ng Into us a life that was never there 
before. even Christ, who 1s our 'fe. 

Nicodemus was a moral, religious, 
Intellectual man, but only a natural 
man, and therefore talked somewhat 
foolishly concerning these spiritual 
things, for to the natural man the 
things of the Spirit of God are only 
foolishness (I Cor, il, 14). That he be 
came enlightened that night or later 
and became a true child of God and 
disciple of Jesus we tnfer from John 
vil, 50; xix, 39, the only places where 
he Is mentioned except in our lesson. 

Being born of water and the Spirit is 
fully explained by putting four texts 
together—Jas. i, 18; I Pet. 1, 28; Eph 
y, 26, and John vi, 68. The expression 
“the Son of Man which ts in heaven" 
(verse 18) may be placed with {, 18 
‘the Son which Is tn the bosom of the 
Father.” While on earth He was in 
a sense still in heaven, and now at the 
Father's right hand He {ts with us all 
the days. The three double “vertlys” 
of verses 3, 5, 11, emphasizing the ne 
cessity of the new birth and of being 
tnught by the Spirit, should recetye 
special attention; also the “musts” of 
verses 7 and 14 and others to be looked 
up. Some one has sald: “As to m; 
views, I find two facts are always up 
Ppermost—my Bible and my Saviour, 
my Bible because it reveals my Say- 
four, and my Saylour because He tn- 
terprets my Bible.” There {s nothing 
reliable concerning things unseen but 
the Word of God, but that is infallible 
and forever settled in heaven (I's. extx,

Let us remember In every lesson In 
this gospel Just why the Spirit wrote 
It (chapter xx, 81) and note the desired 
end tn verse 42 of our lesson, “Now we 
believe and know that this is Indeed 
the Christ, the Saviour of the world.” 
The witnesses have only to bear falth- 
ful testimony to Him, and the Spirit 
by whom we witness will care for His 
own word and make ft to accomplish 
the purpose of God. We must know 
Him as the Bridegroom, the one to 
Whom the Father hath given all things 
and the Spirit without measure, the 
Messiah of Israel, who will surely ful- 
fill ali that is written of Him and in 
due time bring tic kingdom (il, 26-36), 
All who truly receive Him have life, 
but on all others the wrath of God 
abideth. 

In the daily life of every fully sur- 
rendered child of God there fs a “must 
needs go” for every step and a “need 
be” for every event (verse 4; 1 Pet. 
1, 6), that the plan of God may be 
wrought out and the individual fitted 
for the service of the kingdom. 

Sychar and Shechem and Jacob's 
well take us back to Gen, xi, 6; xxxili, 
18-20; Josh, xxiv, 32, and set us think 
{ug of many things in the purpose of 
God, some fulfilled in the past and 
some yet to be. We have an illustra 
tive fulfillment in our lesson of those 
words of Jeecob in Gen, xlix “To 
seph fruitful bough by well 
Whose branches run over the wall.” 
As Jesus sits by Jacob's well He 
very near to the place where Joseph's 
body lay buried, and he reached over 
the Samaritan wall that day to find 
this woman and through her many 
others.

The relatious between which Drake’s 
raid into the south had for a 
thine threatened with open rupture bad 
greatly improved—at least In outward 
Appearance—and in 1585, under spe 
clal promises of immunity from mo- 
lestation on religious or other grounds, 
Philip bad invited to his ports a fleet 
of English corn ships in order to sup- 
ply the deticlency of his own harvests, 
No sooner, however, had the English 
arrived than an embargo was 
laid upon them and their crews af- 
rested 

One ship, the famous Primrose of 
London, managed to escape. While 
lying off Bilbao quietly discharging her 
cargo she had been visited by the cor- 
regidor of Viseay and his guard dis- 
guised as merchants, Suddenly called 
upon to surrender, the crew flung them- 
selves upon the Spaniards, drove them 
all overboard and made sail. Some of 
the discomfited Spaniards as the shore 
boats fled were seen clinging to the 
English vessel. These were humane- 
ly rescued and carried tn triumph back 
to England, and among them was the 
lor himself. Upon him were 
found his official instruetions, setting 
forth expressly that the embargo was 
ordered for the purposes of the expe- 
dition whieh Philip was preparing 
against the English. This was enough 
for the queen and the powerful pub- 
lic opinion of commercial circles in 
London, which had obstinately clung 
to pacific relations with Spain. A re- 
taliatory embargo was proclaimed, let- 
ters of general reprisal were Issued, 
and Drake was Jet loose.—From Publl- 
cation of Navy Kecords Society.

THE BALDWIN APPLE 


I have come upon the statement that 
the well: koown Baldwin apple was 
named from General Baldon of New 
York city. The story goes that one 
day on his estate at Thirtieth street 
he discovered a little apple sprout ip 
his woodpile and out of curiosity told 
ove of his men to stake and watch it 
In due time the sprout grew to a tree 
and produced exceptionally fine apples 
Presently persons began to ask tor 
grafts from the tree. Can anyone 
speak with authority as to the trath or 
falsity of this story?—**Notes and 
(jueries” in the Boston Transcript 

Yes: In the year 1783, when mak- 
ing a survey forthe location of the 
Middlesex Canal, Samuel Thompson 
of Woburn, Civil Engineer, found an 
appletree standing in Butters Row ip 
the towu of Wilmington, Middlesex 
county, Massachusetts, not many rods 
north of the northern boundary line otf 
Woburn, which bore an especially tine 
fruit theo called the ‘*Pecker” apple. 

The attention of Col. Loammi Bald- 
wio, an eminent citizen of Woburn, 
who led the Woburn Mioutemen to 
Lexington on the morning of the 
memorable April 19, 1775, to fight and 
drive back to Boston the British sol- 
diers, and subsequently served with 
distinction as an officer in the War of 
the Revolution, whose fine old Colovial 
mansion still stands at North Woburn, 
was called to the discovery, who, recog- 
nizing the superior quality of the fruit, 
set to work to improve it by grafting 
and cultivation, and to bring it into 
public notice. In this he was success- 
ful, and io compliment to him, and as 
a reward for his interest aud activity, 
by common consent the name of the 
apple was changed from ‘*Pecker’’ to 
**Baldwin.”” 

This is, io brief, a true history of 
the famous Baldwin apple, conceded 
everywhere to be the king of its kind. 

In the year 1898 the Rumford His- 
torical Association of Woburn caused 
to be erected a granite pillar, duly 
inseribed, on the spot where stood the 
tree from the branches of which was 
gathered the first Baldwin apple.

THE FLYING FROG, 
A Four Winged Keptite That Inhdhe- 
its Hropleanl Atrtea, 

The curiosity of tropical Afriea is the 
wonderful ying frog, first deserthed 
Ih of the equatorial African 
expedition, which returned to Iurope 
in the fall of IS04, ‘This oddity of the 
weptile family about the size of a 
foummon bullfrog and resembles other 
members the order of batrachians 
in everything but its feet, each of 
Which is webbed and enormously en- 
larged, so much so as to form splendid 
#ubstitnies for true wings, The erea- 
ture has five toes on each of the other 
two, which makes four separate mem 
on each of his hind feet and 
three on eneh fore foot, or fourteen in 
all, in his @eseription of it Bishoff 
bays, “Wach leg terminates in a sort of 
fan, and with these the littl reptile 
paddles the air like a like ¢ 
partionly fledged bird its pin 
fons for the first time.” 

Although awkward in its 
(ight, the winged frog can dart through 
the air at a speed of about ten yards 
per second and can keep itself going 
forward at that rate for from ten to 
fifteen seconds, The average distance 
covered by these spurts of grasshopper 
like flight is from 75 to 125 yards, tut 
Bishoff mentions instances where the 
flying frog cleared sandy stretches 200 
yards in width,

The Defense of Murderers Intoxicat- 
ed When Deed Is Committed. 
Drunkenness as a defense for mur- 
der can be reduced to the plain state- 
ment that a drunken man bent on com 
mission of crime is as dangerous to the 
Individual against whom his efforts 
are directed as B® the man who {s so- 

ber. 

The argument that murder or any 
other breach of the law should be con 
doned because the accused admits he 
had been drinking to excess for a con 
siderable time before the crime wus 
committed may appear reasonable, but 
is 1t? Manifestly the man was In pos 
session of his faculties before he began 
drinking, and if he continued the de- 
bauch until such time as he belleved 
he had some right to take the life of 
ehother there can be little excuse for 
lis act. 

But it is not so much In the decision 
of one cuse that the danger lies. If the 
courts are to take as argument for ac 
quittal the word of a man charged 
with felony that he fs Irresponsible be 
eause it was committed while he was 
drunk, the possibilities are dangerous 
What ts to prevent every deliberate 
murderer from hiding behind this de- 
fense, a8 so many of them have hidden 
behind the ruling of a court that there 
ig emotional insanity? Is it not pos- 
sible, 1f one man is acquitted of crime, 
or his sentence Is made nothing more 
than a few years’ confinement, because | 
the crime was an act done while he 
was under the Influence of liquor, that 
it will serve to increase the number of 
felonies of that character?—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

This has been my treatment in ery 
sipelas for many years. 1 have never | 
known it to fail. 1 have never given a 
drop of medicine internally. I feel that 
I have absolute control over the dis- 
ease, 1 am speaking now of ordinary 
erysipelas, not the deep seated phleg- 
monous erysipelas, of course. The 
strength of the solution used is as fol- | 
lows: Crystal carbolic acid, one-half 
dram; alcohol, four ounces; water, four 
ounces,— Health.

The Postoffice Department at Wash- 
ington has made the following ruling 
respecting postage on newspapers to go 
into effect Jan. 1, 1908: 

‘Unless subscriptions are expressly 
renewed alter the term for which they 
are paid within the following periods : 

WEEKLIES within one year 

they will not be counted in the legiti- 
mate list of subscribers, and copies 
mailed on account thereof shall not be 
accepted for mailing at the second class 
postage rate of one cent a pound.” 

Heretofore, the postage on weekly 
papers, paid in advance by the pub- 
lishers, bas been one cent a pound, but 
under the new ruling, if the subscriber 
is in arrears more than ove year, it is 
to be FouR TimES as high, or one cent 
for every 4 ounces. 

It will be readily seen that the pub- 
lisher of the JouRNAL must look to his 
delinquent subscribers for immediate 
payment of arrearages to enable him 
to comply with this new ruling of the 
P. O. Department.

The Intineible Armada, 

fhe invigeible armada was a famous 
Laval expedition sent by Philip UL. of 
Spain against England in 158s. It con 
kisted of 130 vessels, 2,450 great xg 13, 
575 quintals of powder, neariy 20,000 
soldiers, above S000 sailors and more 
than 2,000 volinteers, Tt arrived in the 
Bnglish chanel on July 1 and 
Wefeated the next day by Admiral 
lloward, who was seconded by Drake, 
llawkins and Probisher Light fire 
ships having been sent into the Spanish 
flect, they bore off in great disorder, 
Profiting by the panie, the English fell 
upon them and captured or destroyed 
a number of their ships, and Admiral 
Howard maintained a running fight 
from July 21 to July 27, with such ef 
fect that the Spanish commander, de 
spairing of success, resolved to return 
home, and as escape through the Eng 


was 


lish channel was prevented by con 
trary Winds he undertook to. sail 
around the Orkneys, but the vessels 


which still remained to him were dis- 
persed by storms or shipwrecked 
among the rocks and shallows on dif 
ferent parts of the Scottish and Irish 
coast, and upward of 5,000 men were 
drowned, killed or taken prisoners, Of 
the whole armada fifty-three ships only 
returned to Spain and these in a 
wretched condition. The English lost 
but one ship. 


The Maroons. 

The Maroons were the descendants 
of African slaves, brought to Jamaica 
by the Spaniards. During. the conquest 
of Jamaica by the English the Ma 
roons, deserted by their masters, fled 
to the mountain fustnesses, where they 
lived a fierce, wild life. Increasing 
daily in number by the many deserting 
slaves, the Maroons soon became for 
midable to their white neighbors, whom 
they plundered and killed. In 1788 an 
agreement was made which secured to 
them an independence, which they 
maintained for 140 years, but the Ing- 
lish finally determined to exterminate 
them and for this purpose pursued 
them barbarously with bloodhounds. 
Hemmed in on every side and hunted 
down, they were compelled to submit, 
and only GOO escaped, who were traus 
ported to the bleak shores of Nova Sco 
tia, where they perished miserably. 


The Sundny Stc é 

The “Sunday stone’ of the Oxford 
museum was taken from a colliery 
drain and is a perfect calendar of Sun 
days and holidays. It is composed of 
earbonate of lime, When miners were 
at work, the water running through 
the drain left a black deposit coloved 
by coal dust. At other times the water 


ran clear, leaving the stone deposit 
white, In course of time these black 
and white layers formed a stone of 


cousiderable thickness, which consti- 
tutes a very complete calendar, Lach 
day of work has as its record a black 
streak, followed by a white strenk, 
which marks the hours of rest at night. 
Wider white streaks mark the Sunda 
and whole holidays, and thus it 
tuken its name as the “Sunday stone,’

The Gates of Paradinxe. 

When U@ plague which visited Flor 
ence in the year 1400 had subsided the 
people decided as a thank offering to 
add bronze gates to the baptistery of 
the Church of St. John the Baptist, 
and the guild of merchants invited the 
best artists of the day to compete. The 
design of Ghiberti was considered 
faultless, and he was intrusted with 
the work on Nov, 23, 1403. It was 
twenty-one years before the two fold 
ing doors were completed, and so ex 
quisite was their design and workman- 
ship that Michael Angelo a century lat 


er said of them, “They are worthy to | 


be the gates of paradise.” This ap 
plied also to another door wrought 
and designed by the same artist, which 
Was put in place June 16, 1452, a most 
important creation of Florentine art 
and one which evidently influenced Mi 
chael Angelo himself.

The Lord had appointed feasts for 
Israel in which they might draw near 
to Him and tn which He might special- 
ly reveal Himself to them and bless 
them. <A full record of these is found 
in Ley, xxili. These feasts had be 
come feasts of the Jews rather than 
feasts of the Lord (John fl, 18; v, 1; 
vi, 4; vil, 2), in which they relled upon 
their outward devotion to Him rather 
than on His undeserved mercy; hence 
His saying, “Go ye and learn what that 
meaneth, I will have merey and not 
sacrifice’ (Matt. Ix, 13; xii, 7). He 
came to bestow the mercy of God, not 
to demand sacrifices from them as If 
they must pay Him for all He did for 
them. We are all as helpless in the 
matter of salvation or of service as 
was the slek and dying boy in last 
week's lesson to obtain health or his 
father to give it to him. Here tp this 
lesson is another illustration. There 
is a pool whose waters at certain sea- 
sons are troubles by an angel and be- 
come possessed of healing properties 
which are exhausted by the first dis 
eased one who steps In. About tils 
pool lay a gteat multitude of impotent 
folk waiting for the moving of the wa 
ter. They are a constantly disappoint 
ed crowd, for only one of the multl 
tude can be healed. The next must all 
wait for the next seramble, and only 
the least helpless stands Any chance 
whatever, and a wholly impotent per 
son had no chance at all of obtaining 
health from that pool. The condition 
of the impotent represents the condl 
thon of all by nature, without strength, 
ungodly, sinners, enemles (Rom. vy, 
6-10), but what is represented by the 
pool, by which some one with a slight 
allment was healed, is not quite so 
clear, for there is only one way of sal- 
vation, and He {ts a Saviour for sin- 
ners, not for righteous people who 
think they can do for themselves. Je 
sus came to these porches by that pool 
one day and saw there a truly Impo- 
tent man whose trouble had already 
lasted him thirty-eight years. Notie- 
ing how matters stood, He sald to 
him, “Wilt thou be made whole?” The 
man’s reply, “Sir, I have no man to 
put me into the pool,” shows his help- 
lessness. <All he could think of was 


the pool and a man to put him in, The} 


pool he could see, but the man to put 
him in he bad not yet seen, and when 
there might be a possibility of his be- 
ing healed by that pool who could tell? 
Yet in his helplessness he continued 
until this day, when a seemingly ordl- 
nary man asked him this question and 
then added, “Rise, take up thy bed 
und walk” (verse 8), a wholly impos 
sible thing for him to do, and yet he 
did jit, for immediately he was well 
and strong and took up his bed and 
walked. <A thirty-eight year trouble 
gone in a moment! Compare the mir 
acle wrought upon the man who was 
over forty years old by the same Jesus 
risen and ascended through Peter and 
John (Acts fil, 2, 8; iv, 22). Splendid 
healings! Why not more of them? 
But what about all the rest of the 
multitude that day? Sometimes He 
healed all. Note His own remarks 
about only one widow and only one 
leper out of the many in the days of 
Elijab and Elisha (Luke ivy, 25-27), and 
so we are dumb while yet we trust 
Him fully and rejoice to sing, “As for 
God, His way is perfect” (Ps. xvill. 
The Jews accused the healed man 
of breaking the Sabbath. He fell back 
upon the command of the One who 
healed him, but he knew not and 
therefore could not tell who He was 


until he met Him in the temple and} 


heard another message from Him 
Then he made It known that Jesus had 
healed him. After this the Jews did 
persecute Jesus and sought to kill Him 
because, as they said, He had broken 
the Sabbath and also made Himself 
equal with God by calling God Hs 
Father. Instead of rejoicing in the 
great deliverance granted to the Im- 
potent man and giving heed to the 
words of his deliverer they have only 
hearts for their own affairs, their law, 
thelr Sabbath, their authority, and 
whoever does not submit to them must 
be broken to pleces. 

Contrast God's treatment of the One 
in thelr midst whom they knew not 
“The Father loveth the Son, hath com 
mitted all judgment unto the Sob. 
showeth Him all things that Himselt 
doeth” (verses 20, 22). They were pro 
fessiug to honor a God of thelr own 
{magination, not the God who brought 
them out of Egypt into the land o1 
promise, for Ile was in their mist 
but they were so blinded by their pride 
and self righteousness that they could 
not see Him 

Contrast His humility and emptiness 
with thelr pride; “I can of mine own 
self do nothing. I seek not mine own 
will” (verse 30). See how He looks 
onward to the resurrection of Just and 
unjust at the beginning and end of the 
coming hour (verses 28, 20), the pres- 
ent age belnug the hour when those 
who are dead in sin may hear His 
volce and Hve (verses 25, 26), He can 
walt and be patient with the foollsh 
ones who know Him not, for the king: 
dom is His and all power in heaven 
and earth, and In due time It shall be 
geen by all that God hath made Him 
Lord and Christ. He Is the Fountain

sion on this festival. 

As to the weather superstition giving 
to Candlemas the name of ground hog 
day, that Is a worldwide fable. In Ger 
many it is the badger that breaks his 
winter nap on this day to essay the | 
thankless task of weather prophecy; in 
France and Switzerland it is the mar 
mot and In England the hedgehog. Ob 
servation shows, says the Housekeep 
er, that none of these small animals 
do thus observe the date fixed; also 
that the weather on this date does not 
accurately foretell that of the follow- 
ing two months, as is supposed. But 
it is a general truth that in temperate 
latitudes warm and sunny weather tn 
the first half of February is apt to be 
followed by a change and a cool spring, 
and on this fact our ground hog and 
badger stories are founded.

IT WROTE ITSELF. 
The Author's Story ef the Origin of 
“My Maryland.” 

Brander Matthews wrote an account 
of the circumstances under which 
“Maryland, My Maryland,” was writ- 
ten, and the poem's author, James 
Ryder Randall, approved Professor 
Matthews’ account In April, 1861, 
Colonel Randall read in the New Or- 
leans Delta news of the attack on the 
Massachusetts troops as they passed 
through Baltimore. 

“This account greatly excited me, 
Mr. Randall wrote in answer to a let- 
ter from Professor Matthews. “I had 
long been absent from my native city, 
and the startling event there influenced 
my mind. That night 1 could not dls- 
miss from my mind what I had read 
In the paper. About midnight I arose, 
Ht a candle and went to my desk. 
Some powerful Intluence seemed to 
possess me, and almost involuntarily 
I proceeded to write the song of ‘My 
Maryland.’ 

“T remember that this Idea seemed to 
take shape as music in my brain—some 
wild air that I cannot now recall. The 
whole poem was dashed off rapidly 
when once begun. It was not com- 
posed in cold blood, but under what 
may be called a conflagration of the 
senses if not an Inspiration of the in- 
tellect. No one was more surprised 
than I was at the widespread and In- 
Stantaneous popularity | had been so 
strangely stimulated to write.” 

Colonel Randall always told his 
friends that the poem “wrote Iitself.’— 
New York Herald.

A LEARNED LUNATIC. 


Alexander Cruden, the Compiler of the 
Bible Concordance, 

Alexander Cruden, the persevering 
and painstaking compiler of the fa 
mous Concordance to the Bible, was 
appointed bookseller to the queen of 
George IL. by Sir Robert Walpote. The 
Concordance which has conferred ce 
lebrity on his name was published and 
dedicated to Queen Caroline in 1787 
He was permitted to present a copy of 
It In person to her majesty, who, he 
sald, siniled upon him aud assured hin 
she was much obliged to him She 
died sixteen days afterwaed, and Cru 
den did not reap the benefit of the 
queen's appreciation which he had an 
ticipated, He prepared a edi 
tion twenty-four years afterward and 
dedicated It to her grandson, George 
Iki. For this and a third edition 
sued In 1769 he reaped a reward 
£800, 

Cruden was a very eccentric charac 
ter and was thrice placed tn 
lunatic asylums. Ile designated him 
self “Alexander the Corrector’ and 
also the “Corrector of Morals,” his 
claim to the latter tithe consisting In 
his stopping all persons whom he met 
In public places on Sundays and ad

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LUCE IS A CANDIDATE 


Last week the Presidents of the six 
Republican Ward Clubs of Somerville. 
presumably in behalf of the Republi- 
cap voters of that city, delivered 
writteu panepyric to Mr. Robert Luce, 
a fellow-citizen, to which was appended 
& petition that he allow his name to be 
presented to the Republicans of this 
State for a nomination to the office of 
Lieutenant Governor this fall. The 
petition was granted, and at noon on 
Feb. 28, a public announcement 
Mr. Luce’s candidacy was made. 

Mr. Luce has represented Somer- 
ville in the lower branch of the Massa 
chusetts Legislature for 8 or 9 years 
last past, and long been recognized as 
a leader in that body While not « 
statesman of the highest order, he is # 
man of ability, honest, staunch in 
principle, and influential in the House 

Only two other candidates for the 
office of Lieutenant Governor have 
been brought forward prominently up 
to date—Speaker John Cole of the 
House, and State Treasurer Chapple 
In these Mr. Luce will find oppovents 
worthy of his steel, and the contest for 
the nomination will doubtless be a hot 
one.

THE CAUCUSES. 


The Republicans of Woburn have 
been duly notified to assemble in 
their respective Wards on Tuesday 


evening, March 31, to elect delegates 
to the Republican State and District 
conventions, which, in turn, will elect 
delegates to the Republican National 
convention to be held in Chicago 
The city is entitled to 11 delegates to 
each convention—State and District— 
and each ward will choose its own. 

Should the caucuses prove to be well 
attended, there may possibly be a 
variety of tickets in them, although, 
at the present time, there appears to be 
no great degree of interest taken in 
them. 


DISTRICT CONVENTION. 

The Republican convention in this, 
the Kighth Congressional, District, to 
choose two delegates to the Republican 
National convention, is to be held ip 
Citizens Hall, Gilman Square, Somer- 
ville, at 4 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon, April 15, 


Present appearances point to the 
election of Samuel J. Elder of Wio- 
chester, and ex-Speaker Myers of 
Cambridge. 


(a The other day we cut out of a 
Boston paper a verbatim report of the 
speech delivered by Hon. Samuel J. 
Elder at the Tuft’s College Taft meet- 
ing on Tuesday and, concluding that 
it would work in handy just before the 
8th District convention on April 15 
to select delegates to the Republican 
National convention, put it on the book 
for future publication. Mr. Elder is 
to be one of the District delegates. 
He spoke in complimentary terms of 
Senator Crane, but maintained that 
that distinguished statesman takes an 
untenable attitude on the question of 
expressing, by convention resolutions, 
a preference for Presidential nominee, 
which is opposed by Senator Crane and 
the small, but respectable, minority 
who think as he does. He made a 
strong argument in support of the con- 
tention that it is the right and duty of 
conventions to officially express their 
preference for a particular candidate 
that the delegates may work and vote 
intelligeatly at the Natioual gathering, 
and satisfy the voters who sent them 
there. 


FF The swallowing of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad System by the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company, or the Merger, as it is 


called, is the biggest problem the 
present Legislature has on hands. A 
special commission of five members 


appointed to investigate it aud report 
to the General Court have performed 
that duty, three of them deciding in 
favor of the Merger, and two, includ- 
ing ex-Governor Douglas, the leading 
manufacturer in the State, opposed to 
it.

‘The installa- 
tion of a meter is left optional with the 
owner of the house, except when a 
waste of water is discovered, in which 
case the Board of Public Works are 
empowered to put in a meter, and thus 
compel the owner or occupant to pay 
for the amount of water which he 
uses. On the other hand, any person 
desiring a meter can have one furnished 
on application to the Board, and com- 
plying with the conditions required of 
him. It seems as though this
